NATIONAL AID FOR VOCA- 
TIONAL EDUCATION. 


What is the Dicminion Govern- 
ment going to co with the report 
of the Royal,Ccommission on In- 
dustrial and Vocational Educa- 
tion, which was presented to it 


last session? Is the government 
too busy handiny out favors to 
railroad magnates and others to 


give attention ‘to this vital de- 
-velopment of the national re- 
sources in men and women as welt 
as in the resources of the land, 
the mines, the forests and’ the 
workshops? This is a burning 
question in the republic to the 
south of us as witness the follow- 
ing from The American School 
Board Journal: 

“Conyress is considering, at the 
present time, a bill formulated by 
the federal commission on voca- 
tional education, for national aid 
to. vocational, agricultural and 

; peohent arts. instruction, A

The ‘report of *he commission is. 
a rather :ompiste statement ‘of 
the economic an] social necessit- 
ies for vocational instruction, 
and of some of the leading prin- 
ciples which will control its de- 
velopment. Thus the commission 
writes: 

“The kind of vocational educa- 
tion most needed at the present 
is that which is designed to pre- 
pare workers for the more com- 
mon occupations in which the 
great maks of cur people find use- 
ful employment. Vc cational train- 
ing, to be most effective, should 
be restricted te 
than 14 years »f age who have 
laid the foundations of a general 
education in the 


schools. Because of the kind of \ 
workers to be reached and the 
character of the instruction to 


he given, this vecational educa- 
tion should be o! less than col- 
lege grade. 

“The States, aided in part by 
the national government, have 
already given siistantial encour- 
agement to and offered fairly ade- 
quate opportunities for 
in the professi-ns, in the arts 
and sciences, and for leadership 
in Commercial end industrial ac- 
tivities. What ve need now 
practical educaticn of secondary 
grade to reach ine great body of 
the workers. 

“The Americ»n people have 
hardly begun the work of provid- 
ing for the practical education of 
these millions of our productive 
workers. [In this whole country 
there are fewer trade schools 
than are to he found in the little 
German kingd>u.f Bavaria with 
i population net much greater 
than that of New York City. 
There are more workers being 
trained at public expense in the 
city of Munich a'one than in the 
larger cities of tue United States, 
representing a population of 12,- 
000, 0Q0 

“The greatest treasure which 
this country bows today is the 
undeveloped skill and) vocational 
possibilities, not ouly of the mil 
lions of our workers everywhere, 
but of the prot many of our 
school children,
